(that  is,  without  a violation  of  it)  interfere 
with  the  deliberations  of  the  Senate  during 
the  five  years  for  which  they  are  elected, 
i apprehend  it  must  necessarily  follow, 
that  they  cannot  interfere  with  the  delibe- 
rations of  delegates,  during  the  year  for 
which  they  are  chosen.  It  seems  to  me 
that  every  reason  urged  to  exempt  the  Se- 
nate from  any  dependence  on  or  control  of 
the  people,  will  apply  with  equal  if  not 
greater  propriety  and  force  to  exempt  the 
house  ot  delegates.  All  lawful  authority 
originates  from  the  people,  aud  their  pow- 
er is  like  the  light  of  the  sun,  native,  ori- 
ginal, inherent  and  unlimited  by  human 
authority. — Power,  in  the  rulers,  or  gov- 
C mors  of  the  people,  is  like  the  reflected 
light  of  the  moon,  anil  is  only  borrowed, 
delegated  and  limited  by  the  grant  of  the 
people.  The  right  of  the  people  to  parti- 
< ipate  in  the  legislature,  is  the  foundation 
of  all  tree  government  : and  where  that  is 
not  enjoyed,  the  people  are  not  free  ; this 
right  is  the  genuine  parent  of  representa- 
tion; ri.d  from  this  right  proceeds  a gov- 
ernment like  ours,  by  representation.  Both 
branches  of  our  legislature  derive  all  their 

t’wer  from  the  people,  and  equally  hold 
eir  commission  to  delegate  or  make  lawsy 
trom  die  grant  of  the  people:  and  there  is 
no  difference  between  them  but  only  in  the 
duration  of  their  commission — Their  au- 
thority proceeds  from  the  same  source, 
and  is  co  equal  and  co- extensive.  It  ap- 
pears to  me  that  the  mode  of  choice  by 
the  people  can  make  no  difference  in  tho 
htical  relation  between  the  people  and 
the  house  of  delegates,  and  the  people  and 
the  la  little;  the  lot  liter  is  elected  imme- 
diately by  tile  people  themselvesin  person ; 
and  the  latter  is  chosen  bv  deputies,  ap- 
pointed bv  the  pe  ple  for  that  purpose. 
The  two  branches  have  only  a derivative) 
and  delegated  power.  The  people  creates 
and  va. st  them  wT,  legislative  authority, 
to  be  exercised  agreeably  to  the  constitu- 
tion ; and  therefore  both  branches  must  It  s 
equally  the  representatives,  trustees  and 
servants  of  the  people  and  the  people  are 
equally  the  constituents  of  both  if  tho 
Senate  are  under  no  control  cf  the  people, 
in  any  case,  neither  are  the  house  of  dele- 
gates. The  legislative  power,  bv  our  form 
of  government,  is  granted  to  two  distinct 
bodies  of  men,  to  operate  as  cheeks  upon 
each  other;  and  1 hence  the  evident  neces- 
sity that  each  body  should  be  entirely'  and 
absolutely  free  and  independent  of  the* 
other;  but  both  bodies  must  be  subject  to 
the  instructions  of  the  people,  or  neither. 
If  there  was  but  one  branch  of  the  legisla- 
ture, as  in  Renns)  Ivania,  would  it  be  inde- 
pendent of  all  control  from  its  constituents? 

I have  before  observed  that  our  govern- 
ment is  a government  by  representation. 
The  people  appoint  representatives  in  tho 
Senate  and  house  of  delegates  to  transact: 
the  business  of  making  laws  for  them, 
which  is  impracticable  for  them  to  do  in 
person.  From  the  nature  of  the  govern- 
ment by  representation,  the  deputies  must 
be  subject  to  the  will  of  their  principals,  or 
this  manifest  absurdity  and  plain  conse- 
quence must  follow,  that  a few  men  should 
be  greater  than  the  whole  community,  and 
might  act  in  opposition  to  the  declared 
sense  of  all  their  constituents 

The  doctrine  t at  ’he  representatives  of 
the  people  are  not  bound  bv  their  instruc- 
tions, is  entirely  new  in  this  countrv,  and 
broached  since  the  revolution,  and  was  ne- 
ver heard  of  hut  within  these  lew  weeks.

“The  right  of  electors  in  England,  to  J 
instruct  their  members  in  the  House  of  1 
Commons,  was  never  controverted,”  say&  j 
a late  writer,  *‘  ur  til  the  system  of  corrup.  1 
tion  (which  has  since  arrived  at  so  danger  1 
ous  a height)  began  to  predominate  in  tha  J 
kinedom  ; then  it  was,  that  arbitrary  min  9 
isters  and  them  prostituted  dependants  be  4 
gan  to  maintain  this  doctrine,  dangerou  a 
to  our  liberty,  that  the  representatives®  I 
were  independent  of  the  people  ” Before 
that  time  the  Constant  language  in  the  j 
House  of  Commons  was,  “ whose  husiness  I 
are  we  doing?  how  shall  vve.answer  this  to  I 
the  people?  what  will  the  people  of  Eng- 
land say  to  this  ?”  etc. 

O .v  law  books,  and  treatises  by  Sidney, 
and  many  other  celebrated  writers  ill  the. 
English  government,  inform  us,  that1  not  j 
only  particular  members,  but  the  whole , 
body  of  the  House  of  Commons  often  refu- 
sed to  grant  money,  or  to  agree  to  requisi- 
tions from  the  crown,  before  thev  consul- 
ted with  their  constituents:’  and  that  ’they) 
often  adjourned  for  this  purpose.’  The 
English  history  affords  innumerable  in- 
stances of  instructions  by  the  electors  iti 
that  nation,  to  their  members  in  the  House, 
of  Commons;  and  this  practice,  for  above 
150  tears,  proves  the  sense  of  the  people! 
of  that  country  of  their  right  10  instructs 
and  their  representatives  were  bound  to 
obev  them. 

We  also  find  that  the  members  of  tho| 
House  of  Commons,  frequently  declared! 
in  debate  ‘that  their  duty  to  theiv  elector? 
obliged  them  to  vote  as  directed.’  Man 
of  the  greatest  patriots  the  English  natioi 
ever  produced  have  their  opinion,  ‘thatit 
is  the  duty  of  the  representatives  of  the^^ 
people  implicitly  to  obey  tiie  instructions  ol 
their  constituents.’  A late  judicious  wiiJ 
ter  thus  delivers  himself:  ‘our  representaj 
live*  in  parliament  are  not  the  bare  likql 
ness  or  reflection  of  us,  their  constituents!

; 


•her  actually  contain  our  power,  and  are, 
as  it  were,  the  very  persons  ot  the  people 
they  represent.  We  are  the  parliament 
in  them  ; we  speak  and  act  by  them  , we 
have  therefore  a right  to  know  what  they 
hiv  and  do;  and  should  they  contradict  our 
sense  or  swerve  from  our  interests,  we 
have  a right  to  remonstrate  and  direct 
them  ; by  which  means  we  become  the  re 
gulators  of  our  ow  n conduct,  arid  the  in 
stitutors  of  our  own  laws,  and  nothing  ma- 
terial can  be  done  but  by  our  authority  and 
consent.’ 

This  doctrine,  thutthe  constituents  have 
no  right  to  instruct  their  representatives, 
in  the  language  of  the  two  patriots,  sir 
John  Barnard,  and  sir  William  Windham; 
in  the  House  of  Commons;  ‘is  not  only  a 
new  and  wicked  doctrine,  but  it  is  the 
most  monstrous  and  most  slavish  doctrine 
that  was  ever  heard,  and  such  a doctrine 
as  no  man  w d dare  to  support  within  these 
walls.’  A celebrated  American  writer  ob- 
serves, when  the  right  cf  the  people  to  in 
struct  their  representatives  is  taken  from- 
them  th>  y may  justly  complain,  as  De- 
mosthenes did  for  the  Athenians — 'that 
the  representative  has  now  usurped  the 
right  of  the  people,  and  exercises  an  arbi 
trarv  power  over  his  ancient  and  natural 
lord.’  This  writer  remarks  ‘that  no  in 
stance  can  he  produced,  in  which  the  pen 
pie  have  abusefl.  this  right,  nor  is  there  a- 
ny  reason  to  believe  thev  will  eve  do  it; 
they  act  from  what  thev  feel ; and  when 
that  feeling  is  general  it  must  be  real.’ 
The  virtuous  and  great  Mr.  Addison  o!>. 
serves,  ‘that  the  nubility  and  gentrv  have 
many  private  expectations,  and  particular 
interests,  that  hang  like  a false  bias  upon 
their  judgments,  and  may  possible  dispose 
them  to  s icrifice  the  good  of  their  country 
to  the  advancement  of  their  own  fortunes; 
whereas  the  gross  of  the  people  can  have 
tio  other  prospects  in  changes,  rind  revoiu 
tions,  than  of  public  blessings,  that  are  to 
diffuse  themselves  through  the  whole  state 
in  general ’ 

I can  find  but  one  author  who  has  ven 
tm  ed  to  assert,  that  a member  of  the  House 
of  Commons  is  not  bound  bv  the  instruc- 
tions of  his  constituents  Judge  HI  ickstone 
has  delivered  this  opinion,  and  he  founded 
it  on  a fiction,  that  after  the  person  is  elec- 
ted,  lie  becomes  ih^  representative  of  die 
whole  kingdom  and  not  of  a particular 
part  1 he  sophistry  of  this  argument  is 
sufficiently  manifest;  and  if  true,  it  would 
only  follow,  that  ail  the  members  would 
be  bound  bv  the  instructions  of  a majority 
of  ail  their  constituents. 

Judge  Black  stone  is  against  voting  by 
ballot,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  ‘because 
the  conduct  of  every  member  is  subject  to 
the  future  censure  of  his  constituents,  and 
therefore  should  be  openlv . submitted,  to 
their  inspection,’  A late  writer  observes, 
on  the  opinion  of  Blacksmne,  ‘if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Commons  are  not  ob- 
liged to  regard  the  instructions  of  their 
constituents,  the  people  of  this  country 
choose  a set  of  despots  every  seven  rears 
and  are  as  perfect  slaves  as  the  Turk’s, 
excepting  at  the  time  of  the  general  elec- 
tion ; and  remarks  that  ‘he  laments  that  a 
writer,  whose  admirable  work  will  be 
re  I a,  long  as  England,  .fej  Uws  a, ail  bin- 
guage  remain,  should  he  sn  * a v(rtg ,’y  tine 
<u  ed  with  the  true  and  generous  princi 
pies  of  liberty.’ 

By  our  Constitution,  the  general  assem 
'%>!>*  are  authorized  to  appoint  delegates  t • 
represent  this  state  in  Congress — and  v u 
well  know  that  in  very  mam  instances 
(some  of  them  of  the  greatest  consequence j 
the  general  assembly  have  claimed  and 
exercised  the  right  of  instructing  them,  as 
to  their  conduct  in  'heir  representative  ca 
pacity. — This  power  is  not  granted  to  the 
legislature  by  the  constitution,  anti  can  on 
]y  be  supported  on  the  principle,  tint  tli • 
trust  is  delegated  to  them  bv  the  Icgislu 
turn,  and  therefore  they  must  have  a right 
to  direct  ihuir  conduct. 

I’  is  not  unworthy  of  bmiee,  that  the 
proposed  instructions  most  graciously  allow 
the  people  tp  interfere  v;-h  the  deliber  i 
tions  of  the  senate  • when  the  ends  of  gov. 
eminent  shall  he  perverted,  an  1 lin.-rty 
manifestly  endangered  ’ Where  is  this 
exception  to  the  power  i f the  Senate  to  hr 
found  ? Who  is  to  judge  when  tin*  Senate 
shall, pervert  the  end  ef  tfi-ir  institution, 
and  endanger  the  public  liberty  ? The  pec, 
pie,  1 presume,  Snell  a limitation  as  this 
on  the  power  of  the  Senate  is  useless  : for 
if  thev  may  act  without  any  contro  , uhlii 
our  liberties  are  in  manifest  danger,  it  m e, 
be  too  late  to  resist,  and  we  then  could  on 
ly  execrate  our  own  folly  and  blindness  in 
submitting  to  such  a restriction  of  the 
power  of  the  Senate. 

1 he  right  n the  people  to  resist  their  ru- 
lers when  they  attempt  to  enslave  them, 
ii  paramount,  and  not  tier, veil  from  the 
form  of  government,  and  it  supposes  a 
subversion  nf  the  government  before  it  can 
he  rightfully  exercised;  but  the  right  of 
the  pet  (lie  to  instruct  the  legislature  is  ne- 
cessarily implied  in  thy  establishment,  and 
is  the  very  essence  of™,,,  government ; and 

is  to  be  exercised  iti  W!  support  and  exe 
ention  of  it,  according  to  the  nature  and 
principles  of  it  — “ Whenever  government 
assumes  to  itsell  a power  of  opposing  ti*e 
sense  of  a majority  of  the  people,  it  declares 
itself  i proper  anti  formal  tyranny,  in  the 
fullest,  strongest,  and  most  correct  sense 
ef  the  word.” 

If  it  should  be  said,,  that  it  is  no  where 
declared  in  the  form  f , governmen  , th  t 
the  people  have  a right  to  instruct  theii 
legislature,  I would  observe  that  it  is  not 
prohibited — and  that  all  power  not  grant 
ed  by  the  people  remains  with  them  I 
conceive  this  righi  of  j istructing  comtnen 
red  with  the  establishment  of  our  govern 
nient  by  representation,  because  it  is  neces- 
sary to  that  freedom  which  is  the  essence 
of  it  ; and  is  founded  in  the  laws  of  justice, 
which  arfe  eternal  and  immutable,  that 
those  who  are  to  feci  the  effects  of  anv 
measure,  should  direct  in  the  conduct  of  it, 
otherwise  they  will  be  wretched  tools  and 
slaves. 

^ It  is  one  question,  whether  the  citizens 
e.  this  state  (entitled  to  vote  for  delegate* 
and  electors  of  the  Sen  ate,)  have  anv  right, 
agreeably  to  the  constitution’  to  instruct 
the  Benate.  in  any  case,  that  materially 
concerns  the  prosperity,  peace  and  safety 
ot  the  state ; and  that  the  senate  are  bound 
to  act  according  totlie  instructions  freely  S: 
fuM-lv  given  by  a majority  of  such  citizens; 
and  it  is  another  and  a very  different  ques- 
whether  the  people  shall  exercise 


this  right  on' any  particular  occasion. 
The  existence  of  the  right  is  of  the  great- 
est and  last  importance  to  the  people  , 
the  exercise  nf  it  may  frequently  be  of  ve- 
ry little  consequence  or  wholly  improper 
and  unnecessary. 

I cannot  believe  that  a majority  of  the 
Senate,  in  the  legislative  capacity,  will  e- 
ver  maintain,  that  they  are  not  bound  bv 
the  instructions  of  a majority  of  the  people 
of  this  countrv,  freely  and  fairly  given 
They  are  pleased  to  say,  “ that  our  go 
vernment  may,  with  a peculiar  propriety, 
be  called  the  government  of  the  people  ;” 
but  if  thev,  are  above  any  control  of  the 
people,  in  anv  case,  1 think  with  much 
greater  propriety,  our  government  may  bo- 
called  a government  bv  the  Senate;  and  in 
such  a case  our  liberties  must  finally  yield 
todespotism.  An  unlimited  negative  will 
soon  include  an  absolute  affirmative. 

„ Impelled  bv  a sense  of  duty.!  have  thus 
thing!.'  proper  to  put  vou  on  your  guard, 
i iest  von  should  ha  taken  bv  surprise,  and 
subscribe  a doctrine,  which,  in  my  judg 
meat,  if  submitted  to,  will  in  time  subvert 
your  free  government,  and  erect  a tyranny 
on  its  ruin.

dreary  solitudes  of  their  sea-girt  assylum, 


and  in  a situation  which  abftr  acted  them 
from  the  sweets  and  luxuries  of  extensive 

social  enjoyment But  mark  the  folly 

of  vanity,  St  the  miftakes  r f egotism  ! Mo- 
roso  s iuevs  and  feelings  were  all  absorbed 
in  the  selfish  principl-  I Inftead  of  mak- 
ing Hilario  the  friend  of  his  bosom,  or 
of  raising  him,  at  least,  to  an  equality 
with  himself,  he  exerted  his  superior  pow- 
ers for  no  nobler  purpose  than  of  Subject* 
ing  the  poor  bov  to  a laborious  and  de- 
grading dependence.  What  was  the  te- 
sult  ? — One  end  of  the  chain  had  indeed 
been  made  faft  round  Hilario’s  ntek,  but 
the  other  end  might  be  said  to  encircle 
thatof  Moroso  himself.  From  the  moment 
the  latter  ceased  to  be  kind,  the  former 
ceased  to  be  affectionate.  Farewell  to 
friendship,  that  divine  sentiment,  the  off- 
spring of  mutual  benevolence,  and  the 
treasure  of  the  unfortunate  ! Farewell  to 
the  unreserved  and  consoling  effusions  of 

reciprocal  confidence  ! Bent  under  an 

oppressive  load  ot  painful  and  debasing 
offices,  Hilario  loft  his  cheerful,  intereft- 
ing  prattle — —Away  flew  his  benign',  I 
had  almoft  said,  his  celestial  smiles.  Thus 
did  Moroso  soon  reap  the  bit'er  fruit  of 
h:s  absurd  and  cruel  policy.  He  had  a 
servant,  it  is  true,  but  he  had  no  friend 
He  cieated  himself  this  moral  solitude  , 
vet,  he  was  iittle  calculated  to  sustain  its 
liorrors.  In  the  world,  his  haughty  mind, 
had  been  energized  by  the  ftimulating 
pursuits  of  avarice  and  ambition;  now 
left  lo  itself  and  no  longer  actuated  by 
the  powerful  impulses  ot  the  social  passi 
ons,  it  sunk  into  langour,  apathy  and  des 

pair.  In  vain But  of  this  enough 

for  my  present  purpose. 

Reader,  you  are  surprised,  perhaps,  in- 
dignant at  the  senseless  and  barbarous 
conduct  of  Moroso.  You  pronounce  bins 
worthy,  more  than  worthy  of  the  forlorn 
and  desolate  condition  to  which  he  had, 
in  some  measure,  condemned  himself. 

You — — But  pause  a moment....... 

This  voyage  to  » diftant  region  is  human 
life;  frequent  and  violent  tempells  attend 
it  ; often,  too  often,  are  our  fondeft  hopes 
wrecked  and  annihilated  by  their  resist 
less  fury  ; even  then  a safe  and  tranquil 
retreat  is  somewhere  found— -and  seldom 
is  the  poor  suffererer  left  to  himself — a 
being  infinitely*  more  inierefting,  more 
lovely,  more  affectionate  than  Hilario, 

I mean  the  wife  of  his  bosom,  geneiaily 
sha-'es -his  deftiny,  endeavouis  to  soothe 
thecares  Ft  to  heal  the  wounds  of  hi*  heai  .. 
Reflect  on  this  gentle  reader  ; then  look 
round  you  ; observe  the  general  condition 
of  women,  and  caft,  if  you  dare,  the  fi-ft 
stone  at  Moroso  ! 

And,  in  th*  fi  st  place  (Reader,  it  is  to 
vnu  that  1 speak  agai-)  what  features,  1 
do  not  say  of  geoer  sity,  hut  of  candor 
and  juftice,  tan  you,  or  niyseif,  or  any 
other  impartial  pcson  trace  in  the  indis- 
criminatc  invectives  of  those  satirists  who 
have  been  so  ab  u d as  to  generalize  indi 
vidual  blemishes  in  the  female  character 
as  to  extend  t«  nil  w -men  that  censure 
which  only  a few- desc;  ved  ? Indeed,  and 
in  tru>h.  ,uch  ge-  rralitic,  are  mean,  low 
and  pitilu!  in  the  extreme  ! — YVho  does 
not  see 'hat  man  ai  d woman  are  he  two 
termsof  a permanei  . ant!  immutable  ratio; 
that  in  her  *v-b  of  human  harm  .-.ie*.  n* 
lure  h is  e!o:e!  tr  twined  their  dellmitr, 
and  made  the  ha;  pmess  or  .he  misery,  the 
virtues  or  the  vires  of  one  sex  dependent 
on  the  other  ? 1 do  not  Lelirve  that  a 

relation  which  flows  fiotn  the  very  co  >- 
ftitution  of  i r physical  and  ■!*  moral 
world,  and  is  no  ltss  onvi-  us  than  funds-  1 
mental  can  have  esc  aped  Juvenal,  Boilaau, 
Milton  and  r ipe.  No  it  did  not  escape 
them.  1 hose  Celebiated  write;  well 
km  w that  the  vices  which  .heir  acrimoni- 
ous and  merciless  satire  so  furiou  ly  lash 
ed,  either  were  exceptions  no  less  rare 
than  monftrous,  Ar,  if  generally  prevalent, 
oiigina  ed  in  the  example,  and  influence 
of  superior  depravity  in  the  other  sex.  1 
can  in  some  measure  forgive  Juvenal, 
Bcleau  and  Pope  But,  thou,  sublime 
Milton,  thou  whofe  masterlv  pencil  had 
given  to  the  mother  of  mankind  such  en- 
chanting and  lovely  features  ; not  the 
plea  of  clonieftic  discoid  and  unhappiness, 
ca-  induce  me  to  acquit  thee  ! 

In  the  second  place.  Gentle  reader,  does 
that  policy  appear  to  you  either  m8nly 
or  wile,  which  syft.-maticallr  dooms  wo- 
man to  a date  of  comparative  ignorance  ? 
Let  us  not  disgrace  women  and  ourfelves 
by  scnselelt  and  infipid  flattery  ; but  let 
us  affigti  to  them  their  proper  ftation. 
To  be  a bc!/i  mate  for  man  is  the  original, 
the  sacred  deftiuation  of  women.  The 
Deity  honfelf  has  emphatically  declared 
so.  How  comprehenfive  is  this  endearing 

* ? If  nnt  ms*rplu  imnln 


name  i It  does  not  merely  imply  admin- 
illering  physical  affiftance  and  comfo-, 
nut  Ting  the  helplefs  babe,  watching  over 
the  bed  of  a lick  husband,  lather  or  bro- 
ther  ; in  short  travelling  through  the  dai- 
ly and  laborious  round  of  economical  du- 
ties. Oh  ! No  ; it  implies  moral  agency. 
Mind  alone  can  commune  with  mind  and 
re-act  upon  the  intellect.  Whatever 
rank  the  scale  of  civilisation  in  each  par 
titular  country  may  aflign  to  women,  a- 
bove  that  of  slaves,  or  mere  drudges,  to 
enlighten  their  mind;,  and  to  improve 
their  hearts,  will  he  found  promotive  cf 
private,  and  confequentJy,  of  social 
good — Surrender  them  to  the  dull  slum- 
bers of  perpetual  ignorance,  and  you  will 
soon  catch  tlie  lethean  torpur,  the  drplo 
rable  atony.— Educate  them,  but  confine 
that  education  to  a tew  frivolous  accom 
plishmenta.  which,  like  the  vivid  and  brilli- 
ant  hues  on  a butteifly’s  wings,  .glitter  in 
the  vernal  fun  of  youth  and  beauty,  but 
lade  away,  even  before  the  fummer  of  ex- 
iftence  has  reached  its  close,  not  only^you 
impart  to  them  puny  sentiments  and  a 
ffnolous  fpirit  not  only  you  sow  in  their 
bosoms  the  seeds  of  oftentation,  vanity 
and  coquetry,  but  you  lay  snares  in  your 
own  p;th,  and  you  may  expect  to  be  U1 
Innately  entangled  in  the  nets  of  an  insig 
nifitant  and  contrmptible  inanity;  tor  J 
'epeat  it,  lt  man  and  woman  are  the  two 
terms  of  sn  immutable  ratio,  and  what 
ever  affects  the  one,  necessarily  affects  the 

other,” We  should,  therefore,  by  a 

course  of  solid  inftruction,  fit  woman  for 
the  dignified  and  important  characters  in 
which  me  is  to  appear  on  the  theatre  of 
social  life.  We  should  mould  her  mind 
so  as  to  render  the  ascendency  which 
seem? to  be  her  birth-tight  as  efficient  as 


possible  — When  I speak  of  a course  of 
solid  inftruction  for  woman, T do  not  mean 
that  she  should  be  made  to  climb  the  rug- 
ged heights  of  transcendant  knowledge.

It  is  not  that  I deem 
the  female  mind  incapable  of  soaring  to 
that  latitude.  Experience  has  proved  that 
it  can.  But  such  a display  of  native  pow- 
ers, glorious  and  dazzling  as  it  is,  centri- 
butes  but  little  to  fit  woman  for  the  due 
observance  of  endearing  and  sacred  law 
imposed  on  her  by  the  God  of  Nature, 
when  he  ordered  that  she  should  be  a help 
mate  for  man.  Her  mind  should  be  ex- 
panded and  invigorated  in  a different  way. 
Her  education  should  be  so  conducted  as 
to  enable  her  to  judge,  feel  and  act  for 
herself:  it  should  be  such  as  to  raise  her 
to  that  degree  of  moral  excellence  which 
so  beautifully  characterizes  the  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin of  the  Old  Batchelor  ; for,  like  Mrs. 
Martin,  she  is  deftined  to  be  a mother, 
and,  perhaps,  to  form  to  virtue,  to  useful- 
ness, and  to  tame  some  new  Marce’.lus. 
A mother  ! How  important  to  so- 

ciety, how  interefting,  how  respectable  in 
itself,  this  auguft  character  ! — I shall  re- 
sume the  subject  ! — At  present,  I muft 
conclude,  and  1 -eg  leave  to  do  so  with 
an  extract  from  one  of  Mrs.  Allear’s  let- 
ters. 

“ It  can  scarcely  be  imagined,  says  my 
good  old  friend,  to  what  degree  of  exalta- 
tion children  may  rise.  Ttteir  sensibility 
i,  susceptible  of  incalculable  excitement ; 
their  passions  are  vehement  beyond  all 
conception.  The  effervesence  of  their 
blood  imparts  to  their  ideas  and  feelirigs 
a glow  which  always  raifes  them  above 
the  narrow  sphere  of  a dull  and  gioveling 
vulgar.  I:  were  easy  to  make  of  them 
little  fanatics  andenthusiasti.  Their  hearts 
are  in  unison  with  every  thing  that  is  no- 
ble, ardent  and  extraordinary.
